6 Planes and 12 Boats Sent

Washington, April 5— The 

United States is throw mg' more 
planes, ships and men into its 
effort to police the straits of. 
Florida against anti-Castro raid- 
ers operating froroathis country. 

Coast Guard headquarters an- 
nounced today that it had or- 
dered six mere planes and 12 
more bSSPts 0 into the Seventh 
District to reinforce the patrols 
already assigned to the Florida- 
Puerjto Rico area.

168 meih,

They are joining a fofljtc of 
four larger ships, 10 pTtrol 
boats,: 22 small craft and 18 
planes under orders' of the' Sev- 
enth District-commander. 

The four large whips are up 
to 255 feet in length, while pa- 
trol boats measure from 82 to 
05 feet in length and small 
craft from 30 to 40 feet.
